COLLEGE DRIVE HEARS END. 


Million Dollar Fumd Wit kin *Mtt of 


Coal. 


At an executive committee meet- 


ing of the Gettysburg College Expan- 
sion and Endowment Fund drive in 
Chambersburg 
Monday 
afternoon, 


Rev. William F. Sunday, secretary of 
the committee surprised the members 
with the announcement that $915.- 
550.74 has already been received or 
pledged. In view of this fact, it is 
believed that the remaining $85,000 of 
the one million dollars sought can 
be raised between Easter and Com- 
mencement, and plans were laid at 
the meeting Monday to wage an in- 
tensive drive for this amount. 


Another gratifying feature brought 


out in the report of Mr. Sunday was 
that in addition to the $915,000 al- 
ready secured, numerous bequests in 
wills of persons still living aggregate 
about $200,000. 


Included in the total amount pledg- 


ed to date, is the $70,000 raised by the 
Woman's League 
of the College. 


This fund was raised originally for 
the erection of the Y. M. C. A. build- 
ing now under roof on the campus, 
but was turned over to the endow- 
ment and expansion drive to swell its 
total- 


When the million dollars is col- 


lected and pledged, sixty per cent of 
the amount, or $600,000, will be put 
aside as an endowment fund. 
The 


other forty percent or $400.000, will 
be utilized in the erection of new 
buildings at College. Of this latter 
amount the sum which the Woman's 
League has contributed, or $70.000 is 
being spent on the new Y. M. C. A. 
building. 


A new dormitory in memory of the 


College men who gave their lives in 
the late war is pledged by the Phila- 
delphia Conference of the Lutheran 
Church. This building is to cost 
$101.000 and while the entire amount 
has not yet been raised, the full quota 
was included in the report of Mr 
Sunday.
